A bald man, wearing a dressing gown, 
was seen by three boys lighting matches 
along the inside wall of Dr. George W. 
Hess’ drug store at 5420 Gravois avenue 
at 11:30 p. m. Wednesday. A few min- 
utes Jater the drug store was aflame. 
The boys turned in an alarm and a po- 
liceman met Dr. Hess leaving his resi- 
dence in the rear of the building in 
which the store is located. 

Dr. Hess is bald. He wore a dressing 
gown when the policeman arrested him. 

The bovs who saw the man lighting 
matches in the store were Albert and 
George Krissler, 11 and 13 years old, of 
4242 Schiller place, and Ben Dawley, 12 
years old, of 3941 Schiller place. They 
were seated on the front steps of the 
stofe. 

Lights were out in the store and the 
attention of the boys was attracted by 
the rays from a match within. They 
watched and saw several matches 
struck. They also saw that the man 
had a figure resembling Dr. Hess’ and 
that, like Dr. Hess, he was bald. They 
decided that the man with the matches 
was not a burglar. 

Boys ‘Turn tin Alarm. 

Three columns of flame _ suddenly 
burst out and the boys turned in an 
alarm at a near-by box. The first po- 
liceman who reached the store met Dr. 
Hess as he emerged from the side door. 
He carried his clothes in his arms. 

Dr. Hess wished to dress In a vacant 
lot, but the policeman insisted that he 
go to Sam Bressler’s, 5433 Gravois ave- 
nue. The doctor dressed in the kitchen 
there. In a handkerchief inside . his 
dressing gown he had $13, a diamond‘ 
stud and several lodge p!ns. 

A Morris chair of which the doctor 
was known to be especially fond was 
found after the fire in some weeds on 
@ vacant lot. 

When he was dressed the doctor asked 
permission to return to the fire. A po- 
HMceman accompanied him. They went 
into the Iiving rooms in the rear of the 
store and the-doctor stooped and groped 
under a dresser. He got a key, pushed 
the dresser aside and unlocked a 
closet door behind the dresser. A pile 
of paper in the closet was smoldering. 

Dr. Hess said he had expected to go 
to El Dorado Springs, Mo., to join his 
wife for two weeks. They hadplanned 
to live there. There is $3000 insurance 
on his drug stock, he said, and $1200 on 
the building, all the property being in 
Mrs. Hess’ name. 

Warned by Kick on Door. 

Dr. Hess was taken to the Mounted 
District Police Station. He said Thurs- 
day that the fire was a mystery to him. 
He couldn’t account for any of the 
Strupge features connected with it, he 
said. 

“All I lmow,” he told a Post-Dispatch 
reporter, “fis that somebody kicked en 
my door and i jumped up and saw the 
fire. I got my clothes and ran out, A 
policeman was standing across the 
Street.’’ 

Inside -the store there were three 
burned spots, charred places up the 
wall and about two feet wide and reach- 
ing to the ‘ceiling. The floor underneath 
was not burned much. The police said 
it looked as though someone had poured 
oll on the wall and set the oil on fire. 

Dr. Hess told a Post-Dispatch reporter 
that he was a native of Fielding, IIl., 
and was 46 years old. His wife was 
Miss Green, he said, of Kane, Green 
County, Ill. She was a member of a 
Prominent family and wealthy, he said. 

Four years ago, the doctor told a re- 
porter, Mrs. Hess had a severe case of 
ptomaine poisoning from candy ang 
had been in delicate health ever since. 
They spent $25.000 trying to effect a 
cure, he said. They have lived in St. 
Louis County, in Venice and Madison, 
Ill., in Chicago and Portland, Ore., 
in all of which places he has practiced 
medicine, he said.

Gen. N. A. Axline, 
revenue collector for this district and an 
attorhey, who has been instrumental In 
obtaining pardons for many State and 
Federal prisoners recently, is said to 
have negotiated Kline’s release. 

Kline was freed Wednesday morning 
after four messages had been received 
at the penitentiary, the first announcing 
the prisoner’s sentence had been com- 
muted and the others demanding his im- 
mediate release. ' 

Penitentiary officials believe that 
Kline’s freedom was purchased with in- 
formation valuable to the Treasury De- 
partment and that he will be employed 
in capturing a band operating in his old 
haunts In the waste lands of Montgom- 
ery and Butler counties. 

Kline was an expert minter and prin- 
ter. He was the brainest of his band 
and was desperate. His brother, Ed- 
ward, died in the penitentiary, as did 
two confederates. Another of the band, 
an engraver, died at Cincinnati, 
on a Secret Service Department pension. 

Kline has rented a house in the shad- 
ow of the penitentiary and says he will 
work at his trade as a jeweler.

Alfred Mathews Jr. Holds Cap- 
tive Until.Aid Comes—Oil-

Alfred Matthews Jr., pursuing @ man 
Thursday suspected of firing Glendale 
barns, chased him across a meadow, 
jumped a fence and landed squarely on 
the fugitive’s back. The man had 
thrown himself down behind the fence. 
Matthews, who is 18 years old, clung to 
his prisoner until Louis A. Basselman, a 
neighbor, appeared. They flagged a 
Frisco train, bundled the prisoner into a 
car, and took him to Kirkwood, where a 
warrant charging malicious destruction 
of property wag issued against him by 
Justice Jacobi. 

The capture of the suspect followed 
an all-night search by an armed posse 
of nearly fifty Glendale residents for 
a coatless man in a white shirt, who 
was seen running from Peter O. Thie- 
sen’s barn just before a bundle of olil- 
soaked rags was found burning in the 
building. 

O11 Poured on Floor, 

Oil had been poured over the floor and 
foundation, which are of wood, and 
these evidences of incendiarism, follow- 
ing several recent fires, believed to be 
incendiary, raised excitement to fever 
heat in the suburb. Armed with shot- 
guns and revolvers and accompanied by 
dogs, the posse searched the Frisco 
right-of-way westward, whither the 
man was seen disappearing.

The association suspects that the firm 
has, in some manner, obtained prompt 
and exclusive information about deaths 
of City Hospita} patients whose rela- 
tives are able to pay burial expenses.

In numerous cases, 
say, representatives of 
called at the homes of persons who have 
died at the hospital, several hours before 


the postal card announcing the patient's 
death has been delivered by the post- 
man. In some cases the company's 
representatives have given the first news 
of deaths. 

Charles ©. Meek, secretary of the as- 
sociation, and Thomas J. Finan have 
tabulated a list of 50 cases handled by 
the firm since Dec. 15, last. Of these, 
they say, the records show 4 to have 
been City Hospital deaths. 

Complaint was made to Health Com- 
missioner Bond about the matter last 
March, and the undertakers say he told 
them the matter would be taken up 
with the superintendent of the hospital. 


Still Gets the Business, 

As the firm has since continued, the 
undertakers say, to get the lion’s share 
of the hospital business, the association 
decided, at a meeting Tuesday night, to 
make compiaint to Mayor Kreismann. 
The Mayor asked that the complaint be 
submitted to him in writing, with the 
statements of persons familiar with the 
facts, and this will be done. John P. 
Colling, president of the association: 
Michael Mullen and Messrs. Meek and 
Finan were the members of the com- 
mittee, 


Bend Believes “Leak” Exists. 

In the absence of Commissioner Bond, 
Assistant siealth Commissioner Jordan 
said Thursday that he was convinced a 
“leak” existed in the Hospital, but that 
efforts to locate and stop it had failed. 

“For years,’ said Dr. Jordan,” “‘first 
one undertaking firm and then another 
has enjoyed this sort of an advantage, 
and it has been practically certain that 
someone in the hospital was furnishing 
the favored firm with bulletins. But 
who the person furnishing this informa- 
tion is, we have been unable to learn. 
If the Undertakers’ Association can find 
this leak for us we shall be gneatly 
obliged.”’ ; 

Supt. Kirchner of the Hospital was '!] 
and his opinion on the matter could not 
be learned. 

Gets Its Share of Business. 

A member of the Miller-Lyons firm 
said to a Post-Dispatch reporter Thurs- 
day that the firm had no “‘inside’’ source 
of information at the hospital, and that 
they have not solicited business from 
the families of those who have died 
there. Such hospital business as they 
have had, he said, has come to the firm 
without solicitation. 

“Our firm gets almost all the business 
among the Macedonians,” he said, ‘‘and 
a number of them have died at the hos- 
pital lately. Aside from these cases, I 
think inquiry will show that we have 
had no more than our share of the hos- 
pital business. 

‘This whole affair is a fight on us be- 
cause we are not members of the Asso- 
ciation and we are anxious to have it 
investigated.”’ 


COST OF REGISTERING A-LETTER 
TO BE INCREASED TO 10 CENTS 


Postmaster-General to Order Ad- 
vance to Overcome Deficit’ in 
Registry Department.

WHY THE STOCK MARKET SAGS. 

The stock market seems to be a source of un- 
usual worry. In anticipation of prosperity. val- 
ues were bid up toa point beyond that which pre- 
ceded the collapse of two years ago. No one 
seemed to understand why. Then came a reac- 
tion which seems as much of a mystery. Harri- 
man’s return and the uncertain condition of his 
health are freely offered as reasons for the down- 
ward tendency. There is a disposition to believe 
that his taking off would unsettle values and 
cause at least a temporary shrinkage of large 
proportions. 

Probably the security market has discounted 
Harriman’s condition as it discounts everything 
foreseeable, and the influence of his. perfronal] fate 
has already spent itself. But the crops have to 
be moved whether Harriman livés or dies. Since 
1903 Wall street has acknowledged the supreme 
importance of the farmer and his crops. Since 
1906 it has acknowledged that legitimate trade 
has the right of way over speculative enterprise. 
When money is needed elsewhere Wall street lets 
it go in the knowledge that under <2 banking sys- 
tem splendidly designed to drive surplus money 
back where the speculators can get it they will 
have their day later. 

In the late spring and early summer easy 
money gave Wall street opportunity to gamble 
as it pleased. The market shot upward unhder 
the guidance of skillful manipulators perfectly 
aware of conditions. It was hailed us the tocsin 
of prosperity returning. There was no othep ap- 
parent excuse for it. Why should Steel Trust se- 
curities shoot skyward when there was nothing 
discernible in the earnings to warrant increased 
dividends except returning prosperity? Was 
there any other reason for the prices of Union 
Pacific and Reading? 

Now the money is wanted for crop-moving pur- 
poses and fall merchandising. The big holders 
are unloading and the market sags. The condi- 
tions are ideal for manipulation as they have 
been for many months. The history of the month 
indicates nothing except that Wall street has 
learned that there is not money enough to finance 
expanding trade and crop movement and a spec- 
ulative boom at the same time. It tried that 
three years ago, when call money went to 125 
per «nt. 
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If the Presidert formulates all the plans for 
new legislation which he is reported to be dis- 
cussing at Beveriy he'will soon be another shin- 
ing example of the strenuous life.

HE disparity between men’s and 
Ty women’s wages is not always an 
arbitrary discrimination against 
women because she is a woman; it is 
very often due to difference in the 
grade of work. 
Don’t look upon your work as a tem- 
porary makeshift u.til some man will 
make a home for you. Be as determined 
as the man to reach the top, and the 
disparity in the wages will be likely to 
disappear. 

Find out what groove you are intend- 
ed to fill. There are women trying to 
paint lamdscapes upon canvas whose 
souls have never caught the divine 
sense of beauty, and who should be 
scrubbing floors. ‘There are women 
seeking stenographer’s positions who 
should learn spelling in a secondary 
school. You may be pitchforked through 


no practical training along a special 
line, your service will have little value.

to marry her off. 

This may be fiction, but it is not a 
stranger to fact. Our great cities are 
full of. heroines of this sort. 


Let every woman, no matter in 
what ble circumstances her 
parents may be, master some one 
thing—and know that one thing clear 
through—no matter what; let her 
make her services valuable some- 
where. 

Tet her know something of what 
Burns was pleased to call “the glorious 
privilege of being independent.” How 
calmly she could then face misfortune! 
The successful workers today are

Conceit is the child of ignorance ; 
self-reliance ig the healthy offspring 
of a well grounded confidence in one’s 
ability to accomplish.

It is 
not even an imitation fight. It is just a 
workout by two men who desire to take 
off a few pounds, with a mutual guar- 
antee between them that neither they 
nor their reputations are to be hurt. 

It is staged by the man who will put 
on the fight between Johnson and 
Ketchel, later, and by the same party 
that has every hope of getting the 
Johnson-Jeffries fight. It is therefore 
plain that n thing which can jeopardize 
the interest in the later and more im- 
portant battles, will happen in the set- 
to planned. 

It’s designed merely to @ecant off the 
public purse a little surplus wealth, to 
be diverted into gasoline and new tires 
for J. Johnson, in his occupation of ex- 
ceeding the speed limits.

There !s little 
doubt that the lives of 100,000 persons 
and more would be affected were pugil- 
ism to be wiped off the map.
